in Which to Build Roads. 


(By United Prena.: 
Paris, (By Mail)— Bringing down 
I ftocbe 
aeroplanes 
ami 
dropping 
I bombs on German railroads are e.x- 
j cellent training 
for 
construction 
bosses. 
At least so says Mr. Henri 
Boucho, 
P a ri» contractor, wlio a d ­ 
vocates the employment of France’s 
Air Force in aiding the reconstruc­ 
tion projects in Northern France. 
According to Mr. Bouche aviators 
can immensely facilitate the follow­ 
ing three phases of the work: 
(1) Obtaining valuation of dam­ 
ages. 
(2) Planning tin* 
rcconstruction 
work. 
($) Su|M»rvising 
actual 
rebuild­ 
ing. 
Taking a census of the dam­ 
ages will he a work involving innu­ 
merable physical obstaelees if under­ 
taken only by inspectors 
on 
the 
ground. 
Bouche points 
out 
that 
a viators, 
unhampered by the 
im­ 
passibility of the roads and trench - 
lined fields, can 
easily 
reconuoiter 
the whole front, take pictures when 
necessary, ami in a few hours ac­ 
complish what it would take months 
to do b y any other means. 
Attacking 
the 
reconstruction 
problem, says Bone he. will be not 
unlike attacking an opposing army 
At first the i*ecomioissanec must he 
made, exact knowledge obtained of 
conditions prevailing, whether it 1h* 
an army or an immen»e waste that 
i» to lie attacked. 
Just as the fliers 
used ro look for German 
batteries 
they must h o w seek out ruined towns 
destroyed bridges and shell ridden 
fields. 


Thus by gathering 
photographic 
records of the ruined areas aviators 
can assist the evaluation of damages 
upon which the reparation figures 
are to 1h* based. 


Then when the amount of damag­ 
es has lieen determined, the aviators 
can he assigned the task of planning 
the reconstructions. 
Being able to 
gain both a mental and visnahper­ 
spective of the task, they can draw 
up Hie plans for rebuilding the va*t 
waste area. 


Finally, the aretnnl supervising of 
the work can best be carried on from 
the air. 
Just as the aviators used 
to re|N»rt the results of the artillery 
fire, they can 
in the future re|»ort 
the daily progress of 
the 
various 
rebuilding projects. 
In this manner 
a real <*oordmation can be obtained 
and the work earred out along really 
comprehensive lines.
